London, June 10.—The continentai press is 
much occupied with the latest phase of 
the war. Spain’s reverses have produced 
less efféct tian might have been expected 
in Austria, where it appears to be recog- 
nized that the fate of Cuba is less interest- 
ing than the possibility of European com- 
plications arising over the Philippines. The 
Vienna papers think Spain should realize 
that the time has come to sue for an hon- 
orable peace, which she might not obtain 
later. The Paris papers take much the 
game line, but nowhere is there any con- 
firmation that either Spain or the powers 
have yet taken action.

at hand, although a hesitation to take the 
first step is evident everywhere. The prob- 
ability is that Russia will undertake the 
initiative within one or two days. 

It is known that the American gcvyern- 
ment has become more approaciiable on the 
subject of intervention. : 

With regard tothe Philippines no doubt. 
exists in official minds in Vienna that the 
islands cannot remain in the hands of 
America. The insurgents there reject all- 
foreign control and moreover it is scarce:y 
conceivable that America could provide a 
sufficient force to enable her to take full 
possession of so extensive a group of 
» islands. The probability is that the powers 
will find a way out of the difficulty by 
establishing a sort of protectorate which, 


perhaps, England might undertake. 


One fact, however, is incontrovertible, - 


the united cabinets are agreed that the 
Philippines must remain an open market 
for the commerce of the world. 

The Berlin papers discuss the probable 
. @anger for Europe arising from America’s 
victory and predict a complete change in 
her policy. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten expects the 
closing of South American ports to Eu- 
ropean commerce and advises the Ameri- 
catis not to,draw the bow too tightly as 
regards Spain, 

The Vossiche Zeitung 
of all European states makes it advisable 
for them to support the South American 
states in maintaining their independence. 

“England dreams pleasantly,’’ says The 
Vossiche Zeitung, “of an American alli- 
ance. She will probably be disappointed 
when Porto Rico and Cuba are included 


in the American customs IHmits.”’

LEAVE FOR PHILIPPINES TODAY. 


War Department Expects to Occupy 
Manila. 

Washington, June 10.—Assistant Secretary 
of War Meiklejohn said tonight that it 
was probable that the first of the next 
expedition to the Philippines would leave 
San Francisco for Manila tomorrow. 

The expedition will consist of about 6,000 
men and with it will be taken a large 
quantity of ammunition and supplies. 

The first part of the expedition. which is 
expected to leave -tomorrow, will be fol- 
lowed early next week by the remainder 
so that by the 4th of July the entire expe- 
dition may be landed or be in readiness to 
land near Manila. 


QUARANTINE AGAINST M’HENRY 


Mississippi Board of Health Is Fight- 
ing the Yellow Fever. 

Jackaon,.. Miss., .June _10..The...executive 

committee of the state board of health has 


. issued notice to the people of the state, 


railroad officials and ether common carr‘ers, 


‘stating that yellow fever: having been an- 


nounced at McHenry, in Harrison county, 
Mississippi, and betieving the same is not 
an importation and fearing an outbreak 
at other coast towns where fever occurred 
last year, and ordering: 


That inspectors stall be placed at once 
on the Lines of the railroads running 
through Harrison, Hamcock and Jackson 
ccinties. 

Pending an investigation no person, bag- 
gage, freight or express matter will be al- 
lowed to come into any other county in this 
state from Harrison, Hancock and Jackson 
counties. 


McHenry is a small place, isolated, 
there is little danger of its spreading out- 
side the limits there. But the fever cases 
are officially beiieved to be due to germs 
that have hibernated at McHenry from 
last season when the fever was much in 
evidence in that section. Throughout the 
sprimg officials have been keeping a lookout 
for the first signs of fever, and in ten days 
more the hospital surgeons would have felt 
warranted in the belief that practically all 
danger of a spread of fever was past. 

Surgeon General Wyman said today: 
*“Ordinarily if we had not been on the loox- 
out these cases might have been progress- 
ing for a long period without being recog- 
nized and the diagnosis might have been 
disputed. But there is hepe now in view of 
their prompt discovery that the spread will 
be prevented. JIm seveial places last sum- 
mer the fever was quickly recognized and 
it did not spread, attributable to the prompt 
preventative measures adopted. We are 
keeping a close watch not ogly at McHen- 
ry, but elsewhere.’”’ 3 

Senator Bacon Visits President. 

Washington, D. C., June 10.—(Spectal.)— 
Senator Bacon, of Georgia, had a confer-

ence with the president today concerning 


the reported yellow fever in the south and 
the precautions that will be necessary for 


the government to take to protect the troops 


from the disease. 

Senator Bacon advised the president to 
see to it at once that the United States 
forces enlisted be removed from the region 
of contagion either by sending them to 
Cuba or Porto Rico, or by moving the per- 
manent acmps from the lowlands to higher 
elevations. The whoe matter has been 
referred by the president to Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman, who was instructed to make 
a@ report on it at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, 

General Wyman’s report, naturatly, will 
be based upon an investigation of the sub- 
ject. The report will be made probably in 
a few days.

PREPARING FOR

Cubans Are Poorly Armed, Poorly 
Clad and Have Nothing to Eat.

Kingston. Jamaica, June 10.—In Santiago 
de Cuba there are now about 20,000 Spanish 
soldiers, chiefly infantry, but with a fair 
contingent of cavalry and field artillery 
drawn from the surrounding country. Dur- 
ing the day the cavalry skirmish in the vi- 
cinity of the city, returning at night to the 
barracks. 

During the last few days the activity of 
the Spaniards has been particularly no-

Arms Are Being Landed. 

The naval officers have been doing splen- 
did and daring work in carrying communi- 
cations to the insurgents, landing arms and 
making trips ashore for the purpose of 
gaining information. Upon the gunboats 
Suwanee and Vixen this, work has chiefly 
devolved. 

Lieutenant Sharp, of the Vixen, and L:eu- 
tenant Commander Delehanty, of the Su- 


have been daily entrusted with 


important missions and have carried them 
out successfully. The Vixen’s work has 
been chiefly confined to earrying messages 


to and fro, but the Suwanee has teen oc- 
cupied in a more serious task. This little 
gunboat has landed 300,000 ruonds of srrall 
arms ammunition, 300 Soringfleld rifles, 100 
carbines, 2,000 machetes, with equipments 
and provisions. These were handed over 
Wednesday, about fifteen miles west of 
Santilagu, to some 800 insurgents who came 
down to the beach, the main: body remain- 
ing in the mountatns. 
supplies was tedious, but uninterrupted. 

The insurgents reported that irregular en- 
gagements between their forees and the 
Spanish cavalry were of dafly occurrence. 
The Cubans were hard up for supplies and 
ammunition and were overjoyed at the 
sight of the Suwanee’#-vatgo. Some, al- 
most ravenous, haeked at the slices of 
bacon and ate raw. beef. They had been 
living on limes, cocoanuts and sweet po- 
tatoes. 

Ensign Does Perilous Work. 

Ensign Gilpin, of the Suwanee, went 
ashore and accompanied the Cubans to 
their temporary camp inland, where he 


in need of surgical attention. Bandages for 
them were sent from the Suwanee. he 
casualties were the results of a btush on 
the prévious night with Spanish cavalry. 
To the correspondent of the Associated 


Press on the dispatch boat Wanda, Ensign 
Gilpin, describing” his experience at the

“IT found the insurgents a rough looking 
and mixed lot of boys and old men, rigged 
out in any way, carrying irms of all 
sorts and all anxious to borrow everything 
had. from my blouse to my revolver. 
Four Spanish soldiers in uniform, carrying 
rifles. marched into the camp while 1 was 
there and said they wanted to join the in- 
surgents. They were enrolled, brt a -close 
watch was kept on them. as they belonged 
to the civil guard. A Cuban officer told 
me such conditions were not infrequent. 
The Spaniards had Mauser rifles, which 
were in fairly good condition.”’ 
Conservative authorities belleve Y'rited 
States troops will have to carry out their 
plan of campaign without placing much re- 
Nance upon the insurgents, Several plucky 
young officers, like Ensign Gilpin, have 
made trips ashore and taken observations 
of the interior harbor and the fortifications, 
locating the exact positions of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s four sfifps. It is hardly likely, how- 
ever, that *the Spanish admiral keeps them 
moored at the same plage both day anda 
night. More than once the officers en- 
gaged in this shore duty have had narrow 
escapes from falling in with the enemy’s

Report Submitted to Senate. 


It was shortly after 4 o'clock this after-- 


noon when the eonference report on the 
war revenue bill was agreed to in the 
senate after a discussion lasting four days. 
Tne debate upon the measure was without 
special incident and was entirely devoid of 
acrimonious features. It was a foregone 
conclusion that the report would be agreed 
tc and the only question of interest involved 
was how soon a vote could be reached. 

The debate indicated generally that the 
bill as agreed upon by the conferees was 
reasonably satisfactory to everybody, ex- 
cept as to the bond provision. 

The votes cast against the adoption of 
the report reflected the opinions of three 
senitors who are opposed to any increase 
in the interest-bearing debt of the country. 
The report was agreed to by the decisive 
vote of 43 to 22. Every republican voted ‘or 
the measure and the votes were suppie- 
mented by those of e'ght democrats, one 
silver republican and’one independent. The 
democrats who voted for the adoption of 
the measure were Messrs. Caffery, Gorman, 
Lindsay, McEnery, Mitchell, Morgan, Mur- 
phy and Turpie; the silver republican was 
Mr. Mantle and the independent was Mr. 
Kyle. 

The vote against the report was cast 
by sixteen democrats, three silver repub- 
licans and three populists.

ANNEXATIONISTS GET VICTORY. 


Newlands Resolution to Annex Hawaii 
Will Be Taken Up Today. 


Washington, June 10.—The feature of to- 
day’s session of the house was the securing 
of an agreement to consider and vote upon 
the Newlands resolution to annex Hawaii. 
Beginning tomorrow the debate will pro- 
ceed until 5 o'clock next Wednesday after- 
noon, when a vote will be taken. 

The annexationists came today determ- 
ined to force consideration, and for three 
hours the opposition filibustered. Consid- 
eration of the resolutions today could have 
been prevented, as under the rules a recess 
until the evening session necessarily would 
have been taken at 5 o’clock, but it was 
plain that the annexationists would win 
their victory’ tomorrow. RKealizing this, 
and knowing the resolutions would pass 
and go to the country, involving a prom- 
inent issue, the opposition treated for liberal 
debate, and their demands were granted 
readily. 

Eight democrats voted with the annexa- 
tionists in the movement today 
consideration of the resolutions, they being 
Messrs. Berry, of Kentucky; Devries, of 
California; Livingston, of Georgia; Brucker, 
of Michigan; Cummings, Sulzer and Veh- 
slage, of New York, and Cochran, of Mis- 
eouril.

He was certain, too, that they would dis- 
approve of the action of the men who had 
misled the senate. Such action could be 
interpreted only as a “palpable fraud upon,

CHINESE WANT TO TAKE HAND. 


Educated Oriental Has a Plan to Se- 
cure the Philippines. 

Cleveland, O., June 10.—Dr. Joseph F. 
Chan, a Chinese physician, highly educated 
and a naturalized citizen residing here, 
has conceived a novel plan for rendering 
assistance to the United States in driving 
the Spaniards from the Philippine isiands, 
and has offered his services to the govern- 
ment to aid in carrying out the plan. 

Dr. Chan ptoposes to enlist in the United 
Sfates reguiar army or to receive an ap- 
pointment as surgeon. He will ask for 
authoritv to enlist a party of about 200 of 
his fellow countrymen in San Francisco 
and. take them to the Philippines and do 
missionary work among the Chinese resi- 
dents of that coumtry. Dr. Chan says that 
of the 9,000,000 of inhabitants in the Philip- 
pines 3,000,000 are Chinese. They were tak- 
ing no part in the insurrection against the 
Spaniards, but we strongly opposed to Span- 
ish rule. He says that the Chinese in the 
Philippines are almost entirely ignorant of 
the United States, but if he can. go over 
theré he would influence them to become in 
favor of the government of the islands un- 
der the control of the United States and 
would organize a large army of Chinese to 
fight under the stars and stripes and to 
become allies of the army of invasion. The 
doctor is in correspondence with Govemor 
Bushnell and the war department at Wash- 
ington in reference to his plan.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)\—There prom- 
ises to bean interesting contest before the 
next governor of Géorgia, Hon. Allen PD. 
Candler, for the judgeship of the city 
court of Macon. The term of the present 
occupant, Judge John P. Ross, expires on 
December 31st, next. Judge Ross is now 
serving his eighth year, having been first 
appointed by Governor Northen in 1890 for 
four years, the term of office being four 
years. Judge Ross was recommended for 
this appointment, after a spirited contest, 
by the Macon bar. When his first term 
expired in 1894 a majority of the members 
of the Macon bar refused to indorse Judge 
Ross for reappointment, but recommended 
Mr. Lloyd Moore over several competitors. 
Governor Atkinson ignored the recom- 
dation of ‘the Macon bar and ‘reappointed 
Judge Ross. In the Atkinson-Evans gu- 
bernatorial campaign Judge Ross support- 
ed Mr. Atkinson and Mr. Moore espoused 
the cause of General Evans. Judge Ross 
is now serving the last year of the terin to 
which he was appointed by Governor At- 
kinson, and he will seek for reappointment 
by Governor Candler. 

Nottingham a Candidate. 

Judge Ross will be opposed by Hon. War- 
ren D. Nottingham. It is not known wheth- 
er or not these gentlemen will submit their 
candidacy to the Macon board or go 4di- 
rect to the governor. There may be other 
candidates. Mr. Nottingham was one of 
the first men in B‘tbb county to advocate 
Colonel Candler. He helped organize the 
Bibb Candler Club and was elected its vice 
president, and in the primary on June 6th 
he was elected one of the delegates to the 
gubernatorial convention. Mr. Nottingham 
was formerly judge of the county court 
of Houston twelve vears. The contest for 
tne judgeship promises to be exceedingly 
interesting, as both gentlemen are able law- 
yers and estimable gentlemen and have 
many influentir! friends, 

A $3,000 Salary. 

Tntil this vear the salary of the city court 
judge was $2,000 per annum, the same as 
a superior court judge and with no travel- 
ing expenses attached. But at the last 
sessicn of the lezislature the salary was 
increased to $3,000 a year. and this sum 
makes the office worth contending for, frre- 
snective of the dignity and importance of 
the position. 

Another Important Office. 

Coupled with the judgeship of the citv 
court is the tmportant office of clerk of 
the court. The clerk is anpotinted by the 
judge, but it is understood that the gov- 
ernor in annointine the iudee intimates 
who he world like for the iudge to arfnoint 
as clerk. The eclerkethip is now held by 
Hon. Robert H. Smith. a nonular citizen. 
and who efficiently and faithfully discharges 
the duttes af the office. Tt is not known 
if Mr. Smith will have anv opposition in 
ris anplication fer reanpno'ntment. Mr. 
Smith’s friend« will moka an earnest effort 
to keep him ‘!rv tho office. 

Solicitor of Court. 

The solicitor general of the Macon supe- 
rior court circuit is also solicitor general 
of the city court. but the fudge of the 
city court each year appoints a solicitor 
general pro tem. wh acts in the citv 
court when the solicitor general is encaged 
in the superior court of the circuit. or 
otherwise emploved or absent. Mr. Robert

Prcposition That Hon. N. J. Ham- 
mond Be Made Chancellor. 


DR. HUNNICUTT’S PART IN THE PLAY 


The Coming on of the Commencement 
Season Stirs Up the Interest in 
University Matters. 


Athens, Ga., June 10.—(Special.j—There 1s 
no doubt but that the chancellorship of the 
University of Georgia is agitating the minds 
of the trustees of the university now in ses- 
sion here. 

The suggestion of The Athens Banner this 
evening: that Hon. N. J. Hammond, of At- 
lanta, be made chancellor, was widely dis- 
cussed today, and several memVers of the 
trustees said that if Colonel Hammond 
would accept the position it would no doubt 
be unanimously tendered him. 

Mr. Hammond Approached. 

Several trustees approached Colonel Ham- 
mond on the subject, but to one and all he 
said that he did not want the place, and 
would not accept it if it was tendered him. 
So that stopped all the talk about Colonel 
Hammond for the chancellorship. for with- 
out his consent to consider the matter, it 
were useless to make any movement in that 
direction. 

There is a general sentiment for a change 
in the management of the university, and 
the selection of some Georgian of pre-emi- 
nent ability and’ reputation as chancellor. 

One of the trustees said to your corre- 
spondent today that it was only a question 
of securing the right ‘man, and that idea 
seems to be prevalent with other members 
of the board. : 

It is not known whether this matter will 
be further discussed, but it would not be 
surprising should this issue arise in the 
board of trustees at amy moment. 

Professor Hunnicutt Again. 

It is also reported that Professor J. B. 
Hunnicutt,” of the department of agricul- 
ture, may play an important part in the 
trustees’, meeting. It will be remembered 
that last fall when the legislature was in 
session and Chancellor Boggs was in At- 
lanta he notified Professor Hunnicutt of 
his intention to bring before the board of 
trustees a request to declare the chair of 
agriculture vacant on aczount of the in- 
ability of Professor Hunnicurt to fill his 
position, and on account of Professor Wun- 
nicutf’s talking teo> much to the Plalock 
committee. 

Now that affair was smothered over at 
that time, but the affair was by no means 
at an end, and before the board of trustees 
adjourn the whole matter will in ail prob- 
ability come up. 

Among the recommendations of Chancel- 
lor Boggs is one that the assistant’s place 
in the department of engineering should be 
abolished, and from that arrangement 
Professor Strahan and his friends strongly 
dissent. <It ts pointed out by Dr. Boggs 
that the number of students !n the en- 
gineering d#artment’is not larze enough to 
warrant having two professors, wh-Je the 
other side point out the fact that the de- 
partment of ‘engineering is an important 
department of the State College of Agricul- 
ture and Mechanic Arts and that under 
the provisions of the landscript act must 
be kept up to the highest standard of effi- 
ciency. 

There are only eleven trustees pr-sent 
thus far, although a number mcre may 
come tomorrow. Those present are Messrs. 
N. J. Hammond, A. L. Hull, Howell Cobb, 
Henry Persons, R. L. Gamble, Spencer R.

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GRORGIA’S FRUIT 


IS ALMOST READY 


There Is a Block in the Matter o! 
Transportation. 


It Has Made an Exclusive Contract 
with Refrigerators.

THE PRICES ARE NOW MUCH HIGHER 


The Fruit Men Make an Effort to 
Meet Mr. Egan—They Then Con- 
tract with a Rival Company. 


Macon, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—President 
J. D. Cunningham; John M. Stubbs, John 
H. Mott, a committee of the Georgia Fruit 
Growers’ Association, have been in session 
in Macon two days, and as a result of their 
labors issue the following tonight: 

“To the Fruit ,Growers of Georgia—We, 
the undersigned committee appointed by 
your meeting assembled at Macon on the 
Sist day of May and entrusted with plenary 
powers respecting the handling of the fruit 
crop by the refrigerator car companies, re- 
spectfully report: ‘ 

An Exclusive Contract. 

“1. That we entered upon our Cuties as 
such committee on the 2d instant. T’pon 
the threshold we found that the Fruit 
Growers’ Express, a refrigerator car com- 
pany, of Chicago, had entered a contract 
with the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany for the exclusive use of its cars on 
the line of said railway at tariff rates much 
higher than other’ responsible refrigerator 
lines offered to do this. service. So soon as 
we found this condition we communicated 
with said private refrigerator car line, and 
attempted to ascertain if they proposed to 
maintain the rates named in their rate 
sheet, 101, viz: $75 per ear to Ohio river 
points, $80 per car to New York and Chi- 
cago points, $% per car to more distant 
points; and after much persistent effort, 
the question having been for several days 
evaded, we failed to secure any reduction 
for the fruit growers of Georgia. 

‘“‘Therefore, after ten days of unremitting 
effort on the part of the committee, we 
felt constrained to contract v€th the Con- 
tinental Fruit Express Company, of, Chi- 
cago, a company which, after full and close 
investigation, we find to be thoroughly re- 
sponsible on the following terms: Sixty-five 
dollars to Ohio river points, $70 to New York 
and Chicago, $75 to more distant points. 
At any and all times during the past ten 
days the Fruit Growers’ Express line have 
had ample opportunity to make concessions 
from their published rates, but apparently 
relying upon the exclusive privilege grant- 
ed them by the Central of Georgia railway, 
they refuse to grant a reduction of rates to 
the fruit growers of the state of Georgia 
generally. 

‘Your committee are at a loss to under- 
stand the new and hitherto unheard of 
position taken by the Central railway this 
season in arbitrarily selecting refrigerator 
cars for the fruit growers of Georgia with- 
out consulting the growers, and in addi- 
tion ailowing charges to be made much 
higher than the net rates paid in former 
years and much higher than other respon- 
stble refrigerator car companies propose 
to render the same service for this season, 
and this, too, notwithstanding the fact 
that the present crop is several times larg- 
er than any ever shipped in the past, and 
therefore could be handled at much less ‘ex- 
pense per car to the railroads and refri- 
géelator car companies than any of the 
crops of the past years. 

‘“‘We believe the officials of the Central 
railway had been misinformed as to the 
true situation as regards the refrigerating 
of the present crop. We made strenuous 
efforts to arrange a meeting between said 
officials and the committee in the hope and 
belief that we could submit such facts and 
argument to them as would cause the Cen- 
wtral to recede from its present unjust and 
arbitrary position. 

Another Effort Made. 

“Accordingly, on the 8th instant we wired 
through the Atlamta office of the Central, 
asking the vice president and traffic mana- 
ger of that road-to meet your committee 
today (the 10th) at either Macon or Atlanta. 
To this we are informed by’an employee of 
the Central that tne traffic managér re- 
plied that the Central had explained its po- 
sition in a letter to the committee aind could 
not meet them. Realizing the importance 
of an amicable settlement of this refrigera- 
tion question promptly, your committee 
wired direct as follows: 

‘“John M. Egan, Vice President of Central 
of Georgia Railway Company, Savamndah. 
Ga.—The committees of tre Georgia fruit 
growers’ meeting desires to know if your 
letter is final regarding the exclusive con- 
tract regarding the Armour line. If not, 
will you meet ug here tomorrow. John D. 
Cunningham.’ 

“To this we received the following reply 
this morning: 

“John D, Cunningham, Chairman Geor- 
gia Fruit Growers’ Association, Macon. Ga. 
—Answering your message of last evening, 
and.as I was absent, did not reach me um- 
tii midnight, desire to say we have exe- 
cuted a contract as I wrote you, and we 
are obliged to use our best endeavors to 
carry it out, which we expect to do. John 
M. Egan.’ 

In vie wof the vital importance to the 
fruit interests of the state of this question 
of refrigeration, we are at a loss to under- 
stand why the Central should thus form 
a combination with any private car line, 
thereby allowing rates to be charged that 
amount in the aggregate to $20,000 more 
than would have been paid had such combi- 
nation not been entered into, all of which 
amount will come out of the pockets of the 
fruit growers of Georgia, unless there is 
some substantial benefit to us unknown, ac- 
cruing to the Central raflway out of said 
eontract. We leave the intelligent fruit 
growers of Georgia to draw their own con- 
clusions. We respectfu]jly inform the fruit 
growers of Georgia that“Mr. A. S. Maynard, 
southern agent of the Continental Fruit 
Express Company, Macon, (3a., is prepared 
to fill all orders for cars that may be made 
by the fruit growers of Georgia from any 
point in Georgia. Should any railroad re- 
fuse to accept any Continental Fruit Ex- 
press cars tendered them in response to said 
orders we request that your committee be 
informed at once, in order that we may 
have proper legal remedy applied.

THE WEATHER 


Weather Bureau Office, Atlanta, Ga., June 
10.—The barometer is lowest in the upper 
Mississippi and Missouri valleys and in the 
southwest, and highest over the Atlantic 
coast states. Temperature changes have 
not been very great in eny portion of the 
country to the east of the Rocky movn- 
tains during the past twenty-four hours, 
except at Chicago, where it is 2 degrees 
warmer. It continues warm from the lakes 
southward to the gulf coast, with the cen- 
ter of greatest heat at Chattanooga, where 
the temperature is 92 degrees. It is %9 
degre2s at Mcrtgomery, Atianta and Char- 
lotte. and *the highest temperature during 
the day was 98 degrees at Knoxville.

Signs Cause a Hot Time Before the 
Recorder Yesterday.

WITNESSES COME TO BLOWS 


Judge Andy Has an Exciting Mati- 
s 
“nee Which Resulted from a Tri- 

| vial Trial. 


Dr. J. D. Lanier and Mr. W. M. Leary 
had a difficulty in the recorder’s court 
Thursday and but for the presence 
of policemen it is probable that serious 
trouble would have resulted from _ the 
acrimmage. The case which brought the 
two men into court was in itself interest- 
ing and created a good deal of comment. 

It was a story of signs. Not the signs 
of the times, but business signs placed 
ever a doorway for advertising: purposes. 
The evidence heard by the recorder occu- 
pied over thirty minutes in the telling, 
but briefly told the trouble was as follows: 

Dr. J. D. Lanier, a dentist; Mr. Isaac 

WH. Haas, an insurance man, and Mr. W. 
M. Leary ail occupy offices in the sec- 
ond story of the building on the Beerman 
corner. Dr. Lanier, it seems, is the prin- 
cipal renter and in order to make his 
place more attractive personally furnished 
the stairway with a carpet, 
_ The passage leading to the office is 
:marrow and for this reason the cumbrous 
signs formerly there were taken down 
and smaller and neater ones put up. Thijs 
was before Mr. Haas moved in. When 
he came the question of signs again arose. 
It appears that Dr. Lanier has a good 
deal to with the building and he was son- 
sulted. 

A sign is said to have been agreed upon 
for Mr. Haas and everything was supposed ) 
to be all right. Yesterday morning Dr. 
Lanier heard sounds uf hammering vn the 
outside and going out found men at work 
putting up signs for Mr. Haas. These were 
not as agreed upon, it is claimed by Dr. 
Lanier, and occupied a much larger space. 

One had been p*aced over the sign of 
Dr, Lanier and this he tore down. In the 

meantime Mr. Haas appeared on the scene 
: the carpenter to tear down 
Lanier. Dr. Lanier said in 
when this order was | 
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Leegene that Dr. Payne had mot supported | 
me, I said that the chemist was a base in- 
grate. I did not then feel certain that 
Dr. Payne had opposed me, but this morn- 
ing I went to him and asked him if he had 
supported me or had supported Stevens. 
He admitted to me that he had not worked 
for me on account of a promise made him 
by Mr. Stevens. He told me that Mr. Ste- 
vens had gone to him and had told him he 
could retain his positiom if he would hands 
off in the campaign. He did not support 
me, although at the same time he was lead- 
ing me to believe that he was one of my 
most active supporters. 

“On the day before the election I asked 
Dr. Payne to go out to his ward on the next 
morning and work for me. He said he 
thought he could do me more good by going 
to Houston county. I told him he could do 
me no good there, but he went any way, 
and the county went overwhelmingly 
against me. Dr. Payne never contributed 
to me one cent toward the expenses of my 
campaign. I am too big a man to stoop to 
take revenge by putting him out of a job, 
but I am frank to say that if I had been 
elected I would not have allowed him to 
continue in his present position.” 

Dr. Payne was greatly mortified over the 
charge of betrayal brought against him. 
He said he would swear that he had not be- 
trayed Colonel Nesbitt, and that he had not 
worked aaginst him, He did admit talking 
with Mr. Stevens about a reappointment 
the position of state chem- 
ist, but asserted most positively 
that he had not made any trade with 
the successful candidate. He said he did 
not tell Colonet Nesbilt that Mr. Stevens 
had promised to reappoint him if he would 
keep hands off in the election. 

State Chemist Talks. 

Dr. Payne, when questioned about the 
matter, said: “I would place my hand on 
my heart and swear that I did nothing 
to contribute toward the defeat of Colo- 
nel Nesbitt. In fact, my obligation to 
him led me to hope for his success and to 
speak a kind word whenever possible. 

“Tl did not come out openly and oppose 
Mr. Stevens, because I was advised by 
my friends not to make myself an of- 
fensive partisan. I did not want to be 
aggressive, for I thought my position one 
that should be kept out of politics. Nat- 
urally I did all I could to offend neither 
candidate. I am not a politician and have 
never attempted to be active in any po- 
litical contests. I was selected as a@ scien- 
tific man to do scientific work. While I 
did not oppose Mr. Stevens, I will say this, 
that I met every Cemand made upon me 
for campaign funds by Colonel Nesbitt.’’ 

Dr. Payne was asked about the alleged 
promise made him by Mr. Stevens and he 
paid: 

“Mr. Stevens has made me no promise to 
appoint me and I do: not know what he 
will do. I have declined to talk upon this 
question, as I did not think that Mr. Ste- 
vens’s name should be connected with the 
matter-in any way.”’ 

Dr. Payne seemed to be very frank in his 
position and demeanor toward Cuijonel Nes- 
bitt. He candidly told him that he bad 
not worked for him, because he did not 
want to offend the other candidate. He 
said he was more than sorry that the 
matter had been given such prominence 
and that he hoped his friends would un- 
derstand his position thoroughly. fiis rea- 
son for occupying a neutral position in 
the. election was that he was holding a 
scientific position which he thought should 
not be influenced by politics.

Lanier said he was spuviling for a fight, 
but Mr. Haas made no move. 

Mr. Haas, it is said, again told the car- 
penter to tear down the sign and the man, 
who gave the name of F. A. O. Donahoo, 
started duwn the steps when he was shoved 
aside by Dr. Lanier. ‘The carpenter then 
squared himself and threw a small ham- 
mer at the dentist, striking him on tho 
hip and inflicting @-painful wound. 

Cases were then made against Dr. La- 
nier, Mr. Haag and Donahue. They all 
gave their evidence and thtn Mr. Leary, 
whose testimony had been favorable to 
Dr. Lanier, askeG perinission to correct 
the dentist in one of his statements. 

This was agreeable and Mr. Leury made 
a statement corretting Dr. Lanier in an 
immaterial point. 

“Why, Mr. Leary, you are mistaken.”’ 
said Dr. Lanier, and told his version of the 
point. 

“Doctor,”” said Mr. Leary, smiling gra- 
ciously upon Dr. Lanier, “‘you are a d—n 
liar.’’ 

The remarkable thing concerning this ex- 
traordinary statement was that Mr. Leary 
continued to smile and he might have been 
telling some amusing incident to a party 
of friends instead of publicly branding a 
man as a falsifier. No sooner had the He

HE Nesbitt-Peyne controversy assum-

Dr. Payne, the state chemist, came 
out with a statemen: diametrically opposed 
to a statement made by Colonel R. T, Nes- 
bitt, the commissioner of agriculture. 

Mr. Nesbitt, in a statement made yester- 
day, says tha; Dr. Payne had just admitted 
to him that he had not wcrked for his elec- 
tion. He snid that this was the proof of 
the charge which had led him to gay that 
Dr. Payne was a base ingrate to betray 

im. 

Dr. Payne immediately afterwards stated 
that he had not -worked against Colonel 
Nesbitt, but, on the contrary, had furnish- 
ed him with mcney for campaign expenses. 
He declared that it was absoiutely untrue 
that he had hetrayed Colonel Nesbitt and 
asserted positively that ke had done just 
whac his friends advised him was the right 
anj proper thing to do. ° 

Mr. Nesbitt says he will not discharge 
Dr, Payne. He says he would not stoop 
to such a revenge as that, but he said that 


, if he had not been defeated he’ would 


certainly not have allowed Payne to retain 
the position, knowing that the chemist did 
not support him. The siatement that Colo. 
nel Nesbitt would discharge Dr. Payne 
came from a member of Colonel Nesbitt’s 
administration. Colonel Nesbitt, on reading 
the article in yesterday’s paper, declared 
that he was not responsible for the charge 
of betrayal against Dr. Payne. He said he 
would not fire the state chemist and that 
he kad no proof that the chemist was 
guilty.

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A Soldier in the Philippines. 
The Courier-Journal calls attention to 
the fact that a military genius has eome 
to light in the Philippines in the per- 
son of the insurgent chief, Aguinaldo, 
who is now co-operating with Admiral 
Dewey. 

We have read of many excesses com- 
mitted by the insurgents in the Philip- 
pines previous to the capture of Manila 
bay by Dewey. These are to be traced 
to two causes—first, to the attitude of 
the Spaniards themselves. It is their 
habit and their history to govern by 
force, and not by reason or justice. A 
government of force is committed to ex- 
cesses when human nature rebels against 
its brutality. Spanish excesses in the 
Philippines led to the revolt of the na- 
tives, and to reprisals. We have no 
doubt that the excesses committed by the 
insurgents have been more excusable 
and jess brutal than those committed by 
the Spaniards. The second cause was 
the absence from the Philippines of Gen- 
eral Aguinaldo, the insurgent chief, for 


- . whose capture a reward of $25,000 was 


offered by the Spanish. 
It should be noted here that Admiral 


|  Wewey, who seems to be as wise as an 


administrator as he is brilliant as a na- 
val commandér, sent for Aguinaldo as 
soon as he had made himself master of 
Manila bay. He must have known the 
man well enough to have confidence in 
him. How far that confidence has been 
justified, events have shown. 
Aguinaldo has shown that he is a sol- 
dier of remarkable capacity. In the 
space of two weeks, he assembled 3,000 
men with arms; he has fought many 
skirmishes; he has captured the whole 
province of Cavite; he has taken 1,600 


f Spanish prisoners; and he has supplied 


his men with 2,000 Mauser rifies from 
abroad, and with 2,000 magazine rifles 
and six field guns taken from the Span- 
iards. 

These feats show real capacity, even 
when we discount the aid and advice 
Aguinaldo must have received from Ad- 
miral Dewey. They show that he is a 
tiatural leader whose soldierly instincts 
have been developed by the necessity of 
throwing off Spanish rule. It should be 
remembered, too,’ that Aguinaldo is 


q . fighting under the auspices of the Amer- 


ican flag, and that but for his presence 
in the neighborhood of Manila a very 
large body of American troops would be 
mecessary to reduce that town and 
hold it. 

While it is true that the Spaniards 
have committed more excesses than the 
insurgents, and that the latter, accord- 
-ing to the example set them, have had 

ample excuse for every brutal act 
¢harged to their account, nevertheless, 


'  Aguinaldo, according to latest reports, is 


conducting his campaigns according to 


' . the recognized rules of modern warfare 


He is treating his Spanish prisoners 
with consideration, and is checking and 
coercing the natural desire of his fol- 
lowers to make bloody reprisals for all 
the wrongs they have suffered. 
Whether we retain the Philippines or 
turn them over to some friendly power, 
it is certain that General Aguinaldo is 
destined to play a prominent part in 
their history hereafter. The tact of 
‘Admiral Dewey in discovering this man 
and in committing to his care, almost 
unreservedly, the immense responsibili- 
ties of the military operations in the 
neighborhood shows that our great na- 
val commander has othér qualities be- 
gides those that have immortalized him

No Cause for Alarm. 
There .should be no cause for alarm 
over the announcement that comes ¢rom 


McHenry, Miss., to the effect that seven 


cases of yellow fever have lately made 
their appearance at that place. On 
account of the experience of the past 
year, it is only natural, perhaps, that 
some degree of uneasiness should be 
aroused by the announcement;* bur 
prompt sanitary measures have been 
taken for suppréssing the disease, and 
the public mind of the country need en- 
tertain no such apprehension on the 
score of its becoming epidemic, as ex- 
sted at the outbreak of last year’s epi- 
demic. 

When the disease first broke out at 
Ocean Springs, Miss., last summer, its 
character was not suspected by the resi- 
dents of that place, who took it to be 
some other disease. When they at 
length discovered that it was actually 
yellow fever nearly six weeks had 
elapsed, and in the meantime it had 
spread to other points. While every ef- 
fort was made to eliminate it, the medi- 
cal authorities realized that the disclos- 
ure came too late to enable them to do 
more than restrict, in some measure, the 
area of its ravages. But this year they 
have been on the vigilaat outlook for 
its first appearance, determined to nip it 
in the bud; and consequently the break- 
ing out of the diease at McHenry, Miss. 
does not take them unawares. If there 
is any virtue in precautionary measures, 
the yellow faver will not be allowed to 
breed demoralization and death in the 
south this year. 

So, with the assurance that the mat- 
ter will we rigidly dealt with by the 
medical authorities, let the fears of the 
country subside.

As Great Britain Sees Our Hero. 

The plaudits which the bold exploit 
of Lieutehant Hobson has kindled on 
this side of the Atlantic seem to have 
crossed over to the other. Great Brit- 
ain is apparently as lavish in her en- 
thusiasm for the young hero of Santiago 
as if he belonged to her own bright 
galaxy of immortals. 

To note briefly some of the comments 
of the London press, we cull the follow- 
ing paragraph from The London Daily 
News: “All English sailors will unite 
in admiration of this exploit under the 
point blank fire of the Spanish batteries. 
Whether the Merrimac was intended to 
be sank or to clear a way through the 
mines, cannot affect the praise due the 
men who heroically volunteered to face 
almost certain death in the service of 
their country. If the United States can 
count on self-sacrifice of that kind in 
great emergencies, the Santiago forts 
will be powerless to prevent Admiral 
Sampson reaching the Spanish squadron

Even more pronounced is the eloquent 
tribute which The London Times pays 
tothe affair. Says this great metropol- 
itan newspaper: “Lieutenant Hobson's 
exploit is one of which the American 
navy may well be proud.

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The Climate of Cuba. 

The contemplated invasion of Cuba 
by the United States army renders of 
special interest at this time the data 
which Mr. W. F. R. Phillips, one of the 
subordinate officers of the United States 
department of agriculture, has recently 
compiled, showing the climatic condi- 
tions which prevail on the island. 

On the basis of observations made 
annually during the past ten years Mr. 
Phillips states that the average tem- 
perature of Havana in July, which is 
the warmest month in the year, is §2.4 
degrees Fahrenheit. Within this same 
period of time the coldest July méas- 
ured 81.7 degrees, and the warmest July 
83.5 degrees. There are many points 
in this immediate section which almost 
equal this record. Mr. Phillips shows 
that the average July temperature for 
Washington, D. C., is not less than 75 
degrees, and that the average tempera- 
ture for New Orleans, ‘La., is not less 
than: 81.6 degrees. This same authori- 
ty states that the highest temperature 
recorded in ten years at Havana reached 
only 100.6 degrees, and that in the same 
time the highest temperature recorded 
in different parts of t®e south reached 
as high as 104 degrees. 

In the following table Mr. Phillips 
gives the average temperature for each 
month of the year at Havana, basing 
his figures upon the official observations 
made during the past ten years at Be- 
ten college, one of the few educational 
institutions of Cuba:

So much for the temperature of Cuba. 
While the figures cited in the foregoing 
table apply. strictly to Havana, they also 
represent generally the conditions which 
prevail at Santiago, Matanzas and other 
points. With respect to Cuba’s rain- 
fall, Mr. Phillips shows that the amount 
of precipitation is greatest during the 
months extending from May to October, 
and least during the months extending 
from October to May. Of the months 
comprising the wet season, July and 


October are commonly attended by the 


heaviest showers. Observations extend- 
ing over the past ten years fix the 
amount of precipitation at the yearly 
average of 51.5 inches, of which 35.4 
inches is credited to the wet season and 
20.1 inches to the dry season, showing 
that the difference is not quite so great 
as is commonly supposed. 

With respect to the absolute humidity 
of the atmosphere at Havana, it varies 
from 6.2 grains of vapor per cubic foot 
in January, when it is least, to 8.9 
grains of vapor per cubic foot in Sep- 
tember, when it is greatest. 

Other data in regard to Cuba may not 
be out of place in this connection, In 
extreme length the island, which is cres- 
cent shaped, measures 730 miles, and 
in width only eighty miles, the latter 
distance, of course, being averaged. 
Most of. the surface of the island lies 
geveral hundred feet above the sea lev- 
el, the highest elevation being Pico de 
Tarquino—7,670 feet. Other lofty peaks 
are Gran Pedro, 5,200 feet, and Ojo del 
Toro, 3,000 feet. Mountain ridges ex- 
tend throughout the entire longitudinal 
center of the island. Most of the state. 
ments relative to the severe and un- 
healthful climatic conditions of Cuba 
have been overdrawn, and but for the 
fact that Spanish measures of sanitation 
are wholly inadequate, Cuba would of- 
fer no greater inducements to yellow 
fever than do many, localities in the 
United States. Cuba is today much less 
the victim of her climate than she is of 
her inadequate measures of sanitation, 
and these are most pronounced in the 
intmediate neighborhood of Havana;

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


——-- 


The statement is made on what appears 
to be reliable authority that two-thirds of 
the letters which pass through the various 
postoffices of the world are written in 
English. Says The New York Herald: 

Two-thirds of all the letters which pass 
through the postoffices of the world are 
written by and sent to people who speak 
English. There are substantially 500,000,000 
persons speaking colloquially one or an- 
other of the ten or twelve chief modern 
languages, and of these about 26 per cent 
or 125,000,000 persons, speak English. About 
90,000,000 speak Russian, 75,000,000 German, 
55,000,000 French, 45,000,000 Spanish, 325,000,000 
Italian and 12,000,000 Portuguese, and the 
balance Hungarian, Dutch, Polish, Flem- 
ish, Bohemian, Gaelic, Roumanian, Swed- 
ish, Finnish, Danish and Norwegian. Thus, 
while only one-quarter of those who employ 
the facilities of the postal departments of 
civilized givernments speak, as their native 
tongue, English, two-thirds of those who 
correspond do so in the English language. 
This situation arises from the fact that sa 
large a share of the commercial business 
of the world is done in English, even among 
those who do not speak English as their 
native language. There are, for instance, 
more than 20,000 postoffices in India, the 
business of which in letters and papers 
aggregates more than. 300,000,000 parcels a 
year, and the business of. these offices is 
done chiefly in English, though of India’s 
total population, which is nearly 300,000,000, 
fewer than 300,000 persons ¢éither speak or 
understand English. Though 90,000,09 speak 
or understand Russian, the business of the 
Russian post department is relatively sma!l, 
the number of letters sent throughout the 
czar’s empire amounting to less than one- 
tenth the number mailed in Great Britain 
alone, though the population of Great 
Britain is considerably less than one-half 
of thé population of Russia in Burope. The 
southern and central American countries 
in which either Spanish or Portuguese is 
spoken do comparatively little postoffice 
business, the total Mamber of letters posted 
and collected @ year in all the countries 
of South a Central America and the 
West Indies being less than in Australia. 
Chile and Argentina are, in fact, the only 
two South American countries in which any 
important postal business is done, and most 
of the letters received from or sent to 
foreign countries Pe not in Spanish, but in 
English, French, German and italian. |

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| GENIUS EXTRAORDINARY 


OF THE SPANISH LIAR. 


By Robert B. Cramer. 

In The Constitution last Sunday morning 
Mr. Ohl presented some interesting war 
quotations from the newspapers of Havana 
and Madrid, and one could not read them 
without a feeling of honest admiration for 
the inventive genius of their authors, but 
they are hardly fair samples of what the 
Spanis press is capable of when occasion 
requires journalistic endeavor beyond the 
erdinary sort. As ar all-round; grand and 
lofty, eight-day liar the Spaniard rises 
superior to anything of his species on 
earth. With him bying is an art, an inspi- 
ration, a profession, and a religion. ‘To 
those who read him he is a delight, a poem, 
a dream and a never-failing source of faith 
and hope. He is the one ray of sunshine 
in the clouded life of his people—the opium 
in their pipe and the absinthe in their 
morning cocktail. 

To those of-us who lived for a month 
beneath the shadow of the cable offices in 
the West Indies the burden of. existence 
was lightened only by the daily, bulletins 
that were solemnly wire@ from Madrid to 
Havana, from Ponee to Santiago, from 
Matanzas to San Juan and from Cardenas 
to Cadiz. This cable was the only direct 
connection between Spain and her unhappy 
provinces, and over it Blaneo lHed to 
Sagasta and Sagasta lied to Blanco with a 
delicacy that was delicious, and a talent 
that was tremendous. No one but a Span- 
iard would ever have been able to say that 
the sole fatality at the blood-splashed 
bombardment of Matanzas was a mule. No 
other nation in the world ever produced a 
man who, out of the wreck and riot and 
terror of San Juan, could calmly forward 
the intelligence that the people were danc- 
ing and the bands were. playing while Ad- 
mira! Sampson's shells were raining down 
into the city. 


I remember that the first native bulletin 
we encountered—duly printed in the local 
press the day after the battle of Manila— 
gravely announced that “Premier Sagasta 
has notified General Blanco of the glorious 
victory of the Spanish arms at Manila, 
where Dewey’s American fleet was totally 
destroyed, and says he is too overwhelmed 
with joy to ferward further details.” We 
didn’t blame him. The next day we learned 
that the Sampson squadron had attacked 
Cardenas, and had been driven off with 
heavy slaughter, ‘“‘to battleships having 
been sunk, the flagship burned, and the 
yankee admiral killed.””, When poor Worth 
Bagley was shot to death on his torpedo 
boat The San Juan Correspondencia de- 
scribed the Winslow as “the yankee's 
finest ‘ironclad, which has now fallen into 
our hands.”’ It added that ‘“‘we now have 
all the American vessels at our mercy, and 
their crews are deserting in large num- 
bers.’ 

As a rule the Spanish papers had either 
McKinley, or Sampson or Dewey killed 
every day, and we used to make pools the 
night before as to whose obituary we 
would read in the morning. Twice the 
president was reported to have committed 
suicide, once after the bombardment of 
New York and the landing of the Spanish 
marines, and once after the news reached 
him ‘that his own troops had begun to sack 
Washingtén. The statement that he was 
a naturalized Chinaman, born in Canton, 
was in circulation all the time, and here 
are some of the ways they spelled his 
name:

We regretted with Weyler that the queen 
regent had not given him the glorious op- 
portunity he sought, anq@ some of us were 
for going to the Spanish consul with a 
petition that she revolse her decision. But 
the next day Weyler lest his chance, for 
the cable ticked in the startling, informa- 
tion that “the president ef the United 
States has killed himself at his palace in 
New York. No details as yet."" This was 
at St. Thomas, and we did our best to get 
Consul] Van Horne to lower the stars and 
stripes on the American consulate to half- 
mast,* but he is a pard-beaded man from 
Rhode Island, and he climbed up on the 
to yank his nationat colors a few 
The missing details of the 
su‘cide bad not arrived up to the time I 
left. the wire being kept busy usually telling 
us how Admiral Cervera was siaughter:ng 
the marines on Commodore Schiey’s fieet 
and sinking his ships off hand, at Santiago. 
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The auxilliary chuiser Yale came ambling 
into the harbor at St. Thomas one time for 
dispatches and provision, and dropped 
anchor in plain view of the entire city. 
That afternoon the Spanish bulletins an- 
nounced that “the.American ship-of-the- 
line Yale, 22 &nots, was captured by the 
Spanish auxiliary cruizer Alfonso <XIil 
off Martinique, where she was trying to 
maintain a blockade. She had on board 
$2,400,000 in American gold, beside great 
quantities ef ammunit.on. Madrid is wildly 
celebrating the event, and the capture is 
the chief topic of conversation in the clubs, 
cafes and hotels.” Then followed the usual 
exchange of “I-am-too-overwhelmed-with- 
joy” cablegrams between Blanco and Sa- 
gasta, frescoed with some stucco-work 
fabrication about the brave men on the 
Alfonso XII and how gallantly they were 
treating their prisoners. 

One American newspaper correspondent, 
in the goodness of his heart, climbed up 
the hill to the Spanish consulate. and en- 
countered at the entrance a big-eyed se- 
morita.

Not only were the native Indian 
tribes breaking out in Indiana and Illi- 
nois and cther “‘orly partially domesticated 
districts,” but the eccnfederate veferans 
were leading a revolt of all the gsouthe-n 
states and Mexico. This looked serious. 
We were sorry to learn, also, that General 
Fitzhugh Lee was ‘“‘a major general in 
the rebels’ army, having held the same 
place in the previous rebellion.” Equally 
unpleasant was the news that these in- 
ternal disasters were so displeasing abroad 
that Spain was obliged to exercise ‘extra- 
ordinary ingenuity in keeping the European 
powers from aiding her in walloping Amer- 
ica. 

I could fill a page with extracts of the 
same sort, but it is mot necessary.

The war department has issued a circular 
giving the qualifications for recruits in the 
volunteer recruiting service. The quali- 
fications are quite strict and are almost 
identical on. those relating to the regular 
army. In tHe regular army married men 
are not permitted togmlist. This rule is to 
purposes applied to the new 
regiments of volunteers. 

The first two regiments of Georgia vo!- 
unteers carried away a number of married 
men, as there Was ro rule prohibiting 
the men with wives from joniing. It it 
eupposed that no married men will be a!}- 
lowed to join except those who have made 
ample provision for their families dur.ng 
their absence. 

The qualifications of the recruits as is- 
sued are as fcllows: 

we Oe Department, Adjutant General's 
Office, Washington, June 3, 1898.—Volun- 
teer Recruiting Service. Qualifications for 
Recruits: Applicants for enlistment must 
be between the agés of eighteen and forty- 
five years, of good character and habits, 
able-bodied, free from disease, dnd must 
be able to speak the English language. 

“Mare:ed men will be enlisted only upon 
the appreval of a regimental commander. 

Minors must not be enlisted without the 
written consent of father, only gzrviving 
parent, or legally appcinted guardian. 

“Enlistments will be confined to persons 
who are citizens of the United States. or 
who have made lega) declaration of their 
intention to become citizens thereof. 

“Applicants will be required to satisfy the 
recruiting officer regarding age and char- 
acter, and should be prepared to furnish 
the necessary cvidence. They must defray 
their own expenses to the place of enlist- 
ment; their fitness for the military sery:ce 
can be determined only upon examination 
at a reeruiting gatation. 

. Che term of service is two years. 

For infantry and artillefy the height 
should not be less than five feet four 
inches, and weight not less than 120 pounds 
and not more than 190 pounds. 

‘For cavairy the height should be nos 
less than five feet four inches and not more 
than five feet ten inches, and weight not 
to excced 165 pounds. No minimum weight 
iS prescribed for, cavalry, but the chest 
measures must bé satisfactory. 

Recruiting officers are, however, au- 
thorized in their discretion to accept de- 
sirable applicants who are ten pounds or 
less overweight or underweight. or who 
vary not more than a fraction of an inch 
from the required height or chest measures, 
if they meet all Other requirements.

New. York, June 10.—There was a brief

That Cereal and Excessive Rains Held 
Wheat Steady Yesterday. 


FIELDS SAID TO BE FLOODED 


@ats a Fraction Higher—Provisions 
Weak and 15 to 30 Lower on 
-* Yellow. Fever Rumors. 


Chicago, .June 10.—The advance in corn, 
the excessive rains and complaints from 
every direction of crop damage strength- 
ened wheat prices today. July closed +c 
and September %@%c higher. Corn left 
off %@ic up and oats advance %¢c. 
lost 2uc, lard lic and ribs 22%c. 

The crop damage reports continued to 
bs the chief bull item in wheat at the 
start. There seemed to be a growing ap- 
prehersion that the harvest would be se- 
riously delayed and that the grain would 
suffer serious injury. Wheat in the south- 
ern half of Kansas was said to be ahgut 
ready for the harvest, while the fields 
were said to be flooded. Numerous other 
telegrams from different parts of the 
country sent equally bad reports, but in- 
terspersed with the heralds of calamity 
were a few others of a more reassuring 
character, suggesting the possibility of 
the alleged disaster being more imagi- 
nation than the actual facts. There was 
a disposition to wait for the government 
report and this acted as a check to specu- 
lation. The clearing wp of the weather 
in Chicago caused a temporary change 
in speculative sentiment. The sun in about 
two hours after the opening of the ses- 
sion was beaming in at the windows of 
the bcard of trade and melted all the bull 
feeling out of the crowd and the early 
gain was more than lost. General buying 
by shorts gave the market a fresh im- 
petus near the close. Chicago receipts 
were 81 cars, against 6 a year ago. Min-. 
neapolis and Duluth 221 compared with 228 
the corresponding day of last year. At- 
lautic port clearances were equal in wheat 
and flour to 690,000 bushels. July began 
44c lower to %4c higher at 87447 88e, sold up 
to Sc, fell to 87c. then firmed up to &8%c 
bid, the closing figure. September started 
%c higher at 75%@75\cc, advanced to 76'c, 
dc¢lined to 74c, then rose to 75%c asked 
at the close, 

The trade in corn was the most active 
on the floor. The country came forth in 
Vigorcus terms in numerous telegrams to 
describe the possible effect of too much 
rain. No stoner had the session started 
than buying frenzied the pit. Shorts made 
a general rush to tover, secalpers loaded 
up freely with what afterwards proved to 
be cheap property and liberal buying or- 
ders were filled for the country account. 
July started %@téc higher at 32%733c, ad- 
vanced quickly to 33%c, then settled down 
to 23%@33%c. ; 

Crop reports were very unfavorable for 
oats, the general complaint being that the 
heavy rains have eaten down the grain 
beycnd recovery. There was a large busi- 
ness transacted at higher prices. July 
opened %@%c higher at %%@24%4c, sold 
up to 2%4%s, down to 23%@23%c, then rose 
to 24%c at the close. 

A decided slump in provisions contrasted 
strongly with the general strength in 
grains. The decline was ascribed to re- 
ports of yellow fever in Mississippi. Com- 
mission houses started selling at the open- 
ing and prices continued to sag gradually 
and had only a small recovery at the 
clcesé from bottom prices. July pork open- 
ed 10@15¢c lower at $19.35@$10.40, sold down 
to $10.15, then rallied to $10.20, the closing 
figure. July lard started 10c lower at $5.95. 
sold up to §$6.02%, then fell to $5.90, the 
closing price. July ribs began 25e lower 
at $5.5246c, advanced to $5.60@5.6215, de- 
clined to $5.52, then rose to $5.55 at the 
close.

Atlanta Exchange Grain Letter. 


Chicago, June 10.—The strength in corn 
and oats were the influences responsibie 
for the firmness in wheat at the outset 
today. The Liverpoo] market was irregu- 
lar, opening 1d lower and at 1:30 p. m. 1d 
advance for.July and 1d decline for Decem- 
ber.* The Michigan crop reporéplaces the 
condition of winter wheat at 20 ner cent 
better than lest year. Argentine ship- 
ments for the week aggregated 264,000 bush- 
els, against 840,000 bushels last week and 
none year before. It is estimated that the 
eastern Washington crop this season will 
yield 25,000,000 bushels—3,000.000 more than 
last year. ‘Receipts at Chicago were $1 
ears, against 6 last year. The northwest 
221, against 228 last year. For the past 
six days ‘Liverpool has received 608,000 
bushels, against requirements of 750,000 
bushels. Traders were not inclined to do 
much business, although in anticipation of 
a bearish government report, there was 
considerable readjusting of accounts.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


Business of the Country in a ‘Very 
Strong Condition. 


New York, June 10.—R. G, Dun’s Weekly 
Review of frade will say tomorrow: 

‘The certainty that the Spanish Atlantic 
fleet is imprisoned and powerless to do 
harm has helped to make the tone of mar- 
kets more contident. Kvery step of prog- 
ress during the week which has looked 
toward an eariy termination of the strug- 
gie has been reflected in the market and 
lower rates for meaney. All industries 
have felt the upi:tting influence. ln 
finances, the growing anxiety to lend, even 
on long exchange at low rates, in place of 
shipments of gold to this country, begins 
to accumulate a standing credit in favor 
of the United States. . A stronger situa- 
tion it would be difficult to describe. Men 
have been buying and gelling stocks with 
some blindness, though the course of events 
has all the time warranted a higher mar- 
ket. Other countries have yet to pay in 
some way an enormous balance to the 
United States on merchandise transactions, 
and it will save speculators much trouble 
and loss to keep the fact in mind. 

‘““‘Men talk as though wheat had gone 
down out of sight, but the collapse of May 
speculation has only made it more evident 
that the outside world requires nearly, if 
not quite, all the wheat this country can 
spare. Last week the Atlantic exports, 
flour included, rere 4,206,293 bushelsz, 
against 1,634,602 last year, and Pacific ex- 
ports were 253,213, against 125.212 last year, 
and it is close to the end of the season. 
Over 210,000,000 bushels of corn have aliready 
been exported, and almost 200,000,000 bushk- 
els of corn, 4,134,800 bushels during the past 
week, against -1,777,035 last year, and the 
market is justified in feeling that those 
who have.gone so far beyond all prece- 
dent defying current reports are entitled 
to pay for it. 

“Tron and steel production has declined 
because several establishments have 
stopped for repairs. 

“The woolen manufacturers are buying 
Mo wool, and the sales at the three cen- 
tral markets during the past week were 
only 2,549,300 pounds, against 4,878,750 in 
1892. But the demand for goods proves 
somewhat better in many directions than 
was expected, and the government require- 
ments have compelled some manufacturers 
to buy somewhat largely grades of wool 
which they have not expected to require. 

‘In cotton goods there is a stronger 
tone throughout, with print cloths sus- 
tained at the recent advance, but the com- 
ing cropis watched with anxiety. It is 
still somewhat doubtful whether the de- 
mand for goods during the past two months 
is materially checked by the expectation 
that the price of cotton and consequently 
the price of goods would decline, and if so. 
a ‘marked advance in prices and increase in 
demand may be expected. ; 

“Failures for the week have been 203 in 
the United States, against 262 last year, 
and 17 in Canada, against 30 last year. 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, June 10.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“Accompanying. reports of 4a seasonable 
quieting down ot the spring demand for and 
movement of merchandise come proofs ol 
the spring business of the year of 1898, with 
a few notable exceptions, has largely met 
expectations. Particularly confirming tnis 
latter view of the case are the heavy (totais 
of bank clearings, large railway earnings, 
heavy receipts, a total of failures well 
down to the normal and exceptional steadi- 
ness in prices following the notable ad- 
vanees registered some time ago. 

“Weaker and lower prices for a number 
of cereals during the past week in the face 
of a heavy export business point to the 
very good crop prospects for wheat and 
other grains, intiuencing» holders toward 
parting with their stocks. ; 

Statistics of pig iron production point to 
a slight reduction in output aurns the 
month just closed, due largely to snut 
downs for repairs, but the failure of stocks 
to accumulate gives proof that the immense 
recent production has been mynet by 4n equal- 
ly large consumption demand. The sead- 
ing feature of the week in the iron trade 
has been the collapse of the so-called “‘gen- 
tlemen’s agreement”’ in the southern iron 
industry, and prices are lower as 4 conse- 
quence, but an advance in Bessemer pig 
iron is taken to indicate that the rvarkets 
are getting in better shape to contrul the 
output than for some time past.

A medical board examined Colonel Cook 
some time ago and reported him to be 
in such physical health as to make it in- 
advisable for him to go into an active 
caiopaign. The report of this medical 
board occasioned a retiring board, before 
which Colonel Cook was summoned while 
he was at Tampa.
